GunrueMen; —Your Committee on Fire Department
wounld respectfully report, that In pursusnoe of the
snnexed resolution duly referred to them, they have
been for several months past considering the sub.
Ject of gn entire reorganization of the Fire Depart-
ment. Numerous defects in the volunteer system
have long been apparent, and many evils have been
developed by it. Hemedies have been sttempted and
others contemplated, but the necessity for A com-
lete revolution In the manner of extingutshing
res, ln order to gecure the deglred end, hasg, with
time, grown more imperative. The present aysten,
now venerable with age, was established for a laud.
able purpose, and while our city was a small muni-
cipality, answered well the ohject of (ts institation.
But us our bordera ineressed and population mul-
tiplied, corruptions cutered Into the ancient and
nonorable body of firemen, The companics, ln many
lustances, wore no longer managed by the gqoiet and
Inw abldipg citizens who asoswered the ory anwd
alarm of fire, to save the llves aud property of thelr
neighoors, bat by those who sought the excltement

of a fire a8 an  occasion 1) dash taroagh
our sirecla like madinen, fomenting
riot and disorder, and often, lastead of

paving property, angumenting its damoge and q:
struction hy fire, water, and theft. The tme i
within the recollectlon of us all, when the firemen’s
riots made our fair city & by-word and proverb
throughout the land,

This cobtinued jor some yeass, and nuntil aftor the
bresking out of the war with Mexico, at which Lwme,
many ol the turbulent members and a liersuts of
our lire companies songht-a new deld for the exor-
cixne of thelr puguacity.

The revrgauization of the golice aystem ani
consolidativn of the several distriets into ong "oty
nleo hud g salutary effect 1o suppressing the splrit o
disorder. ‘Then, again, the lavention of the steam
firc.engine, and (8 introduotion into our mldss, was
of great utility, This improvement, it will ba re.
membered, was blllerly opposed, but It was not looag
vefore nearly every engine company became the
possessorof a steam fire-engine. Uatll within the
present year, included amopg the companies com-
posing the Fireé pepartment there were forty-soven
stedmnerd ; tiese, with forty other companies <hose,
hund-engines, and book aud ladder—made a total of
eIEhty eV en Colnparies,

This number 8 now fonnd to he tod great, and the
experience of the past lew years has mada gvident
the actunal necessity of still further reform.

Alter carefully considering this imporeant snhject,
your committee have decided to report in favor of
the estabuiishment of what 18 Known a3 the pald
Byatem, o which every man who tolls, endures ladl-
ships, wid risks bis e for the good of othars sl
be colnpeusated thercefor, Otler cilies have set us
an exaipie in s respect.

1o these, only a small
number of the enployes are perminently employed,
betng those who are pecessary to convey the appa-

tus ty fres; the remuloder attending to thelr dally
usiness, and answerlng for daty apon tae proper
alurm

In regurd to the propriety of organizing 8 paid
Fire Departinent, we do not feel caled upon to
enter luto any eliborate arguments to its behalf.

The subject bas been frequently broaght to your
notiee, buth o Couuwells and in the daily press, In
December, 1407, & report was presented from & spe-
clal ¢ gnuittee, of which Mr James H, Billlngton
was chialrman, reporilog an ordinance for the organ.
lzation of a pald department, but It met with
duefent.

We find that wherever the pald system s in use,
the Inss <f property by fire and water has bean
greatly decrenseid, and the rate of insarauce dlmi-
nished in he same proportion,

In & inoral polut of view, the advantages accroing
eunnot e Btated 1o mare numerals,

The setiual expense to the city will of courae be
greater, but we tnink toat the community will be
fully compengated for the outlay.

Boston has 30 compantes, costing §200,000,

Your committee would also state, that since the

“We feel confloent that the aggregate we have
obtained for November 10 1s almost abaolutely cor-
rect, while that for June 1 18 only short of the true
return for the reasons just stated, The difMficalty
experienct d by our canvassers was often great, and
we can well understand that the United States
Depury Marshals, poorly pald as they were, conld ex-
cose themselyes [or not making retarns (n the more
dificnlt cages. But none have been recorded n
thig ennmeration who were not known Lo be resi-

A RIVER FIRE.

———

A Ktenmbont Baros Up nt Oar Wharves—-A
Totnl Wreek,

This morning ahout half-past 1 o'clock the side-
wheel steamer City of Bridgeton; plying between
this elty and Bridgeton, N, J,, caught flre while
Iying at her wharf, second pler beiow Arch street,
and was burned Lo the water's edge.

She had arrived last evenlag about 11 o'elock, and
ou account of the lateness of the hour most of the
passengera remained on board, intending to go on
shore in the moroiug,

At about one o'clovk or a littla after the steamer
Jereey Iue arrived at her wharf, which |9 next
above that where the City of Bridgeton was lyiog,
and aiter the former boat had been made fast, her
captain, Mr, Sumrmers, heard the watchmana of the
Bridgeton, wiio was on duty on deck at the time,
ring the alarm bell. Tae bell of the Jerssy Blae
wig then lmmedliately rang, but by that time the
middie of the Dridgeton was entirely enveloped in
Namies, 50 quick did the confiagration gaio head-
WAay.

The fire originated in the opper part of the boat,
nnd pot Bear the bolcr, ns was av lrst sapposed,
When the alarm wae given Captala Summers, of the
Jersey Blue, ran on board the Bridgeton and helped
to break the door of the upper cabin open. He thus
rescued the passengers, who ran out in their night-
clothes, Al who were on board have been seen
this morning, haviog, therefore, gotten oil’ safely,
Bave one, a Miss Bacon, of Bridgeton, This lady, 1t
I8 supposed, 18 also safe, she having probably round
shelier in the neighborhsod, though she has not
been seen slnce the boat landed, 1If she I8 allve
and well, it 18 hoped ghe will make Lhat fact Known
to the captaio of the boat, My, James Melntyre, and
thus save further anxieLy.

Theboat was owned by a company in Bridgeton,
and is worth about 65,000, On this there {8 pot one
cent of insurance, She was loaded at the time with
o cargo worth about slx or seven thousand dollars,
which |8 totally destroyed avd is also & total loss.
This is owned by the men who had it in charge, nod
1 most eases it was the valoe of their entire pos-
svsEiony,

Several of the boat hands made a narrow espape.
The wetchman was on duty at the time, and was at-
tending tw' his busipess, but cannot tell how the flea
onginated, That 18 ab present a maiter of great
mystery,

The tlock where the boat was iylog this morning
presented a desolute appearaoce. Thne hull of the
boat, below the waters edge, Is still sound, aund
now has sunk near the wharf, The water around 15
covered with particles and pleces of burnt timber,
wud the half-burnt fornitare of the boAt and its
cargo were floating around looge generally. A piano,
wilh the top burned off, and covered with 4 lnyer of
roasted appies, was lloating right side up near the
edge of one of the wharved. Froit Lo <8, baskets,
und cans of preserved fruit coald be seen in every
irection, The centre-table snd chalrs from the
cabin were also nicely balunced la the water, nearly
in thetr correct positions,

The fire sprend #o rapldly that the fire engines
copld do buat Hetle, Belfore they had arrived upon
the ground the entire boat was (o flames, aul belore
they could get in working order tha huil had sunk,
leaving the burnibg fragments foating arounud,
This was the only Loat roanlog to Beidgeton, and
river Iravel to that point is necessarily suspendsd
for the present,

THE NEW WATER BESEnyQie.—In May last, work-

Ingr 86,000,000 gallons of water [ts cost will reach aboat
$100,000, The Eighteenth, Nineteenth, snd Twenty-
oith warda will be supplled 1rom this basin with
water from both the Delaware and Schaylkill rivers,
The Schuyikill water will be cenveved from the
Corinthigu busin, the pipes from which have been
already Indd, The watsr main to the Kensington
Vuter Works will be put down during the cowming
Bpring.

At present there are 150 men engaged on the
wor k, under the directlon of E 8, Metilae, who has
Leen specially appointed by the clty to superintand
the gonstruction of this lmportant matter, When
completed, it will be ope of the most thoroaghly
